THE PACKERS' OPPORTUNITY. 


It is now evident that the raiein 


growers of California will not be able to 
perfect their organization on the lines 
marked out hy the various conventions 
held in this rity, in time to ronlrol the 
marketing of the crop of the present 
scnBon, but this does not necessarily 
mean that no benefit will result from 
efforts which have boon put forth. 


The work of organization can go stead- 


ily forward in the various districts, and 
if this is done another season will see 
the raisin growers of the state squarely 
and solidly in line in the state exchange, 
which will place them in a position lo 
enter into a compact in regard to prices 
and methods of handling their product. 
In the meantime the growers will cer- 
tainly be able to demand and receive the 
right to know what is done with their 
present crop by the packers or brokers 
to whom they entrust it, and to have a 
contract which will prevent the slaugh- 
ter of their raisiiiB in the way they have 
been slaughtered during the past two 
years. 


In this connection 
TllB KEl'lTHLICAX 


deems it proper to surest to the pack- 
ers that the existing state of 
affaire 


affords them the opportunity to duuiun- 
Etrate that they are capable of perform- 
ing an Important and useful service to 
the raiein growers and that their sole 
mission on earth is not to rob the toiling 
producer of the little profit which would 
come to him under an intelligent and 
legitimate metbod 
of 
handling 
liis 


goode. 


If the raisin packers are in any de- 


gree worthy of the great responsibility 
which rests upon them, they will at onc 
etcp into the breach left open by the 
failure of the growers to perfect their 
organization, and will themselves form 
r. solid, ironclad compact (bonds of 
honor barred from consideration), and 
will prove by tlic results that they are 
capable themselves of meeting the issue 
and solving the problem nf protecling 
the market from the demoralizing effect 
of their own folly. 


It is now evident that a very large 


proportion of the present crop will go 
into the hands of the commission pack- 
ers, and this being the case nothing but 
ulterior and selfish motives can stand in 
the way of au organization of packers 
which can t-ccompUah the principal ob- 
jocla desired to be effected by the grow- 
ers themselves. 


If the packers imagine that they can 


go on indefinitely as they have during 
tbfl past two years they arc making a 
mistake which will prove fatal to them- , 
selves. The throat-cutting system must 
stop. There Ja no earthly reason why 
the private packers and the co-operative 
packers should not unite in u compact, 
which none will dare to break, to uphold 
reasonable prices. 


The tendency under the Ktate Ex- 


change system will bis, evidently, to In- 
crease the number of co-operative pack- 
ing companies, and the more organiza- 
tion there is the more easy it will be to 
keep the growers in the compact through 
these organizations. The plan of Messrs. 
Butler and Forsyth isn, step in the same 
direction. Their organization will elim- 
inate themselves and those who join 
with them from the ranks of individual 
competitors. 
All these organizations 


should be easily brought into a com- 
pact which will maintain prices and per- 
form in an honorable and intelligent 
manner a business which they have 
been conducting in a way which is inde- 
fensible when considered from a legiti- 
mate business standpoint. 


The present season affords the packers 


an opportunity to accomplish a work 
which will put them in good standing 
with the growers and make them recog- 
nised factors in the prosperity of the 
community and the state. If they fail 
to avail themselves of it, another sen- 
BOD, we confidently believe, will see the 
growers in a position to take out of their 
hands a responsibility of which they 
hare proven themselves unworthy. 


REDUCING EXPENSES. 


The Board of Supervisor yesterday 


made some reductions in the current 
expenses for 
county 
and township 


cflm*8, the details of which appear in 
another column. 
The exceptions to 


the general rule of reduction were the 
offices of the assessor and the 
sheriff, 


the former being allowed two extra 
deputies on account of a temporary in- 
crease of work during the npxt - sixty 
days, and no changes were made in the 
sheriff's office. 


The hoard apparently has sofl'icient 


reasons for tlje discrimination shown in 
both cases. The assessor cannot handle 
the work to be done at present without 
extra help, and the difference . in the 
duties performed by peace officera and 
those holding clerical posit ion a plainly 
justify somewhat higher compensation 
to the former. The incumbent in a 
cleric*! position under a county 'Officer 
has regular hours for labor, usually (rotn 
Sin t ic me ruing till 5 in the afternoon, 
while t i e deputy sheriff is liable to 1* 
called on duty at any hour of the day or 
night, and is exposed to hardships and 
dangers that need not be described to 
those who have read Die newspapers of 
Fresno during the past year. The su- 
pervisors are certainly right in their 
conclusion that thy deputies who render 
that sort of public service should be 
among the last to have their salaries re- 
duced. 


In tlm connection it ifl pertinent to 


correct some erroneous impressions 
which have recently gone abroad in re- 
gard to the expense of maintaining the 


in the sheriff's offic* and the 


numbers required to transact tho busi- 
ness. It 
IK unquestionably true that 


tho oxpeneo of maintaining the force in 
this oflico has been increased, but it is 
also true that the responsibility for Uiis 
increase does not rest upon the uheriff. 


In tho first plnco tho legislature cro- 


ntcd a now court nnd a bailiff therefor 
who is necessarily a deputy eheriff, and 
the supervisors have appointed two at- 
tendants for tho chain gang who are 
necessarily made deputy sheriffs. Take 
these in connection with tho enormous 
increase in criminal business which bus 
been transacted by the oflice, and the 
necessity for the expenditures are made 
apparent. A very fair idea of the ox- 
tent of the work which has been done 
by the oflice may be had by reference to 
the report of the district iittoniey.which 
appears in the proceedings of the board 
in this issue. 


In addition to the usual deputies of 


the 
sheriff's 
office, comprising the 


bailiffs of the courts, two jailers mid one 
man for outside work, the sheriff has 
one deputy each at 
Seluia, Sanger, 


Kingsburg, Iteedley, 
I'ollasky, 
Toll 


House, Firebanglis and Huron. These 
deputies are paid for services rendered 
out of the pocket of the sheriff himself. 
The law does not require them, but in 
order to facilitate business and an-oiu- 
inodatc the public in places distant from 
the county seat, the sheriff maintains 
these deputies at his own expense.

Only Llmltuil Immunity From Smallpox. 


Vaccination Incntuilng. 


M. Hchrovens of Touruay, in a reotmt 


report to tho Academic do Medecino de 
Ui'lgiquo, insists ou tho government mak- 
ing up its mind to bring before tho legis- 
lature a law on obligatory vaccination. 
Ho shows that in spite of tho creation by 
the state of an institute of vaccination 
the death rato of smallpox, after having 
decreased for a certain time, rose again 
in 1802 through carelessness and impru- 
dence. Children not vaccinated contin- 
ued to bo received iu Uio schools, he says; 
the rag trade ia not watched in any way; 
tho isolation, of contagious diseases in the 
hospitals is not enforced; while work- 
men, boatmen, traveling showmen and 
country letter carriers scatter tho germs 
of tho disease right and left after being 
ill by resuming their occupations prema- 
turely. 
It IB in vaiii, adds M. Schrevene, that 


the' Belgium government founds its 
hopes on tho regulations which the pro- 
vincial councils are elaborating concern- 
ing the general organization of vaccina- 
tion. The law is the only radical and cer- 
tain measure in such quesUons. 


I havo taken a good deal of trouble to 


defend the idea advanced by this writer, 
anil in a paper addressed to the Academic 
lie Medecino de Paris I showed that a 
low making vaccination obligatory is 
impatiently awaited iu Franco also, and 
would have a very direct relation to the 
national defense. 


While it is to be hoped that in case of 


another war wo should not again see, as 
in 1870,23,000 of our own people succumb 
to smallpox, as againstSOO on the Germiui 
side, still there is in the scheme for 
mobilization an important category of 
soldiers placed iu tho auxiliary son-ices 
who, 
having never served before, may 


not have b^en vaccinated, and run in 
this way the risk of becoming a danger 
of contagion. 


The more one thinks on this question 


the less comprehensible becomes tho hes- 
itancy shown to give tho strength of a 
law to an obligation demanded by public 
opinion. 
I known quite well thut there 


are moro or less earnest adversaries of 
vaccination, and that various imtlvacci* 
nation leagues serve as a rallying point 
to those who loudly claim tho title of de- 
fenders of our liberties. But liberty is a 
term that must always be taken in n rel- 
itivo manner, and tho liberty to do one

Nitric Acid nnd Tin. 


In n pnper read before tho London 


Chemical society by C. H. Wnlker on 
tho action of nitric acid on tin, some of 
tho prevalent ideas on that subject nro 
shown 
to bo singularly crroneona. 


Among thoso is tho general supposition 
that metallic tin dissolves in nitric acid 
with tho production of Imth a stannons 
and stannic salt, according to the condi- 
tions of temiH>rnlure and concentration 
of tho ncid. In thcso later experimciitK 
—made to dctcnnino Uio amounts of 
stnnnons salts formed nndor various con- 
ditions of temperature, concentration of 
ncid and mass of t in treated—it is shown 
that with dilute- acids tho incrcaso (tf 
tcmpcratnro has bat liltlo effect, but 
with moro concentrated acids tho effect 
is moro marked, for tho alteration of a 
few moro degrees will reduce the amount 
of Btannoufl salt to nothing, while in- 
crease of concentration, other things bo- 
ing equal, drcro-nsos the proportion of 
stannons Bait, It is found (hat tlio yel- 
lowish white substance formed from COIL 
Cftiitrotcd solutions, is a hydrated stannic 
uitrnto of varying composition, depend 
ing on tho timo between production and 
analysis, also on tho method of pnrifica- 


that wo protect ourselves from smallpox 
and are rendered refractory to its action. 


I urn quito aware that tho following 


objection is often miidc, nnd that it is 
said that it is not true that vaccination 
prevents smallpox, and that cases uro 
cited in which a person properly vacci- 
nated has. taken smallpox. In Kplte of 
this I maintain my affirmation and (shall 
explain clearly, 1 hope, how a vaccinated 
pei-son may take smallpox and even how 
smallpox and vaccina can bo seen going 
through their evolution together on tbe 
Biuno person. 


Take a child who has never been vac- 


cinated and inoculate htm in six places 
—three on rnch arm. Thnw will be fol- 
lowed by the appearance of six fine piin- 
lules, and it in Quito possible- that if a 
seventh and eighth inoculation had been 
made they would have been followed by 
u seventh or eighth pustule. 


What does this provo? That satura- 


tion has possibly not been reached and 
that a certain amount of receptivity to 
the vims still remains. Tho immunity 
maybe complete, but it may also bo only 
partial. If a man vaccinated six, MVCll, 
eight or ten years ago bo inoculated with 
tho same vaccino matter used for tho 
child and with tho enino caro in six 
places, instead of six pustules, as in tho 
former case, only ono, two or three may 
form. Saturation is manifest in this in- 
stance, and bis immunity ia complete. 


With another patient revaccinnted B.UC- 


cosBfully three months, six months or n 
year .150, and with whom th« number of 
pustules was less than the number of In- 
ocnlations made, however much care I 
may tako in inoculating him again, I 
shall fail altogether. In this case satu- 
ration is complete and immunity against 
smallpox absolute. 


Observation has proved the legitimacy 


of the comparison between the virus of 
vacoinaand the virus of smallpox, which, 
acting as two reagents of tho same fam- 
ily, may replace or complete each other. 
If 'l represent by 10 tho maximum re- 
ceptive power of a person for smallpox, 
I am able by inoculating vaccina to com- 
pletely annihilate itspowcr by conferring 
an immunity of 10, or I can do BO incom- 
pletely by an immunity of nine, eight, 
seven, etc., by making an insufficient 
number of inoculations. 


It is easy to understand that u recep- 


tive power oE 10 defended by an immuni- 
ty of seven, for instance, leaves a recep- 
tive power of three for smallpox. This 
is bow smallpox may break out on a vac- 
cinated person, and this is also why small- 
pox and vacciua may go through their 
evolution together, but in such coses the 
sumllnoxwill bo always light and mild. 


Tho question of quantity must there- 
ore be taken into account in conferring 


.innnity against smallpox, especially as 


Ins Immunity lessens with timo in areg- 
ilarly progressive manner. 


The conclusion is that vaccina is the 


ireaervativo against smallpox, but since 
iho immunity conferred may only bo 
mrtial and decrease with timo it is well 
;o be rcvaccinated periodically every sis 
ir eight years, nnd again, as a mailer of 
(irccnntion, whenever thero is an out- 
break of sm nllpox.—Paris Herald.

One of tlio difficulties in tho cultiva- 


tion uf plants in u sitting room is that 
the dry air and dust Umd to clog tho 
pores »f the leaves. Deprived of tho 
rain which would naturally clennso 
thorn and not often watered with a rose- 
pot or syringe, tliu phuitfikeptin a room 
are apt gradually t<» lose their health 
nnd look miwirnblc, if they do not alto- 
gether die. Tho best remedy for this is 
tho regular use of a small piece of soft 
old sponge with slightly warm water, 
and if a little soft soap is added all tho 
better. Especially is tins necessary in 
tho winter when dust is rife, and ns 
"blight" is then at its weakest point a 
thorough cleansing during tho cold 
months will result in freedom from it 
during tho summer. Practice and deli- 
cate handling aro needed for success. 
Somo plants tiro much easier to sponge 
than others. Among Uieso may IKS men- 
tioned tho iudia rubber plant, and also 
small specimens of palms, both of which 
need frequent wiUihings when grown in 
a room. Orange trees and many other 
planU exude a kind of sticky essential 
oil, which catches tho dust. Thoy there- 
fore require special attention. Aspidis- 
tras nnd many oilier plants need spong- 
ing often to keep them in health — in 
fact, all plants with evergreen foliage 
and others which will bear it aro 
strengthened and improved by tho free 
URO of tho sponge.— Cleveland Leader.
